B. H. Harden, known Harris four or five years; I 
knew his general character,to be bad, and I weuld not 
believe him on oath. 

Croas-examined—Me and him had bees under a lit- 
tled spute, but we done throwed it away and made 
good friends; I believe there are prosecutiens against 
me; could net say what they are for; report is that 
itis for selling liquor toa drunken man; Harris is a

Thomas J, Baker—Has known Harris two years ;

going out at night and doing what he did; he was 
never arrested or tried down there: I had nothing to} 
do with this prosecution. 

Augustus Studdard—I reckon I have known wit- 
nese, Harris, twenty years He has a bad character. 
It is a hard qnestion to fanewer whether I would be- 
licve him on oath or not. I should hate for him to 
take a pop at me, if all the reports I hear of him are 
trae. 

Marcus Harden—Has known Harris five or eix 
years. Hisgeneral character is bad, and I would not 
believe him on oath.
